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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

1 . Claims 21,22, 24 and 33-38 are allowed. 

Claims 21, 22 and 24 are limited to "[an improvement] for use with a subscriber 

line interface circuit (SLIC)" and are allowed for the same reasons set forth in the Non- 
Final Office Action filed 06 April 2006. 

Claim 33 is limited to "[an improvement] for use with a subscriber line interface 
circuit." Although the combination of Takato (US Patent 4,935,960) in view of 
McAndrews (US Patent 5,160,851) teaches a SLIC with a voltage regulator arranged at 
the input Vbb of a voltage dividing node 1 1 7 as depicted in figure 1 1 of Takato, there is 
no disclosure, teaching or suggestion that the voltage at the voltage dividing node 117 
is applied to first polarity inputs of both a tip and ring amplifier as set forth in lines 26-30 
of the claim. Instead, voltage-controlled currents are provided. Thus, claim 33 is 
allowable over Takato in view of McAndrews. 

Claim 34 is limited in part to "the improvement according to claim 33," and is 
allowable over the cited prior art for at least the same reasons. 

Claim 35 is limited to "a method for limiting the value of DC voltage applieato tip 
and ring amplifiers of a subscriber line interface circuit (SLIC)." Like claim 33, there is 
no disclosure, teaching or suggestion that the voltage at the voltage dividing node 117 
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of Takato is applied to first polarity inputs of both a tip and ring amplifier as set forth in 
lines 24-29 of the claim. Thus, claim 35 is allowable over Takato in view of McAndrews. 

Claim 36 is limited in part to "the method according to claim 35," and is allowable 
over the cited prior art for at least the same reasons. 

Claim 37 is limited to "a circuit arrangement fro applying a Dc voltage to tip and 
ring amplifiers of a subscriber line interface circuit (SLIC)." Like claim 33, there is no 
disclosure, teaching or suggestion that the voltage at the voltage dividing node 117 of 
Takato is applied to first polarity inputs of both a tip and ring amplifier as set forth in 
lines 29-32 of the claim. Thus, claim 35 is allowable over Takato in view of McAndrews. 

Claim 38 is limited in part to "the circuit arrangement according to claim 37," and 
is allowable over the cited prior art for at least the same reasons.
